2M 2 5 Dilcoꝛds and Jealouſies, which the difference of Religion, and of their ſeveral Perlwaſions did occaſion and ſoment amongſt 
ID them, To allow to all Dur Subjects, of whatſoever Perſwaſion, the free Exerciſe ot their Keligton, upon the Terms, and with 
the Pꝛoviſions mentioned in Dur Sꝛacious D ꝛoclamation fo? Indulgence: And Te ſtill perſiſting in Our Paincely and Fatherly 
Care of the Peace, Quiet, and Pꝛoſperity of ali Our Subjects, and that We may at once ertinguith all Fears and Jealouſies, 
| that any of Dur Subjects may have deſervedly incurred, by their Crimes and Delinquenctes again Our Laws, and convince 
Al Dur Subjects, even the moſt obſtinat and irreclatinable, of their Happfnecs and Security under the Pꝛotcction and benign Jaſiuence of Our mo? 
Aulpicious and moſt Clement Government ; Therefoze, We, of Our unparalelled Clemency and Goodneſs, do, by vectue of Our Sov:raign authozt. 
te, Ablolute Power and Pꝛerogative Royal, and krom the F ulnels, and Plenttude ok the ſame, Pardon, Remit, Indemmttie, and fo2? ever Acquit ail 
Dur Sabjectg, ot whatſoever Quality, State, o2 Condition, of all Ctimes, of Perduellion, Rebellion, Treaton, 02 concealing ef Treaſon; Harbourtng, 
Reſet, Supplying, Coꝛreſpouding and Intercomiiuning with Bebels; and all other Species's 02 Kinds 9; Leie-Majettiz, ag well Common, as Statuto:

Authozicy, and aut of the Plenitude, and Fulneſs of Dur Power, it, Oꝛdain and Declare tabe, and are hereby Pardoned, Acquitted, Tidemntfier, 
and put in Perpecnal Oblivion, fo2 now and ever. Declaring and Oꝛarning, that this Sencral Pardon and Jndemmtty, Gall be as altd and effecuaq 
£9 ail Our Subjects fo: their Eron?ration, and Security in the j*2emifics, as tf every particular Crime, Odcuce, Oclicuency, oz Micorireams? were herr 
an particularly let down; and as ik Remiſttong were paſt under Our S2eat Seal fo? the ſame; Tiherevith We, for Our Set, and Our Succeſſo g, habe 
Diſyercen, and herehy do Oiſpenle fo2 ever. Likeas, We do hereby P2ohibite and Diſcharge any of Our Nintfcrs 02 Judges, ta call ta queaton, any 
ol Our laid Subjects, either Crin inally 62 Civilly foꝛ the ſame in any time conung: And do Declare and Owvain, that this Our General Indemnity 
fail he Interpꝛeted in the moſt Benign, Favourable and compꝛehenſive Senſe, the ſame can admit of, fo: the Security of Our Subjects in the Premir, 
ſes, Excepting always fo2th and fcoin this Our Indemnity, all Fozfaultures and Sentences 02 Do. s tierecf, and that as to the Eltates only thereby 
Fo cfaulted, but without pꝛejudice to the Perſons hereby Indemniſied, and their Memoztes and Pollertttes, t gainſt whom the ſaid Sentences 82 Owns 
{Were given, and pꝛonounced; As likewile, Excepting all F ceuntary Fines oꝛ Mulcts already paid 02 Tranſacted: And generally, Ercepting all Fines 
ercceciug One 1youlans Perus Scots the Fine, impoſed upon Peretoꝛs and Liferenters, as to which Fines, nevertheleſs nat paid o2 Tranſacted, and vet 
berchyErcepted: It is Our Bopal Wtil and Pleature, that all Execution, Perſonal oꝛ Real therefoze be Suſpended, fo? the ſpace of on evear hercaſter 
during the whlth tane, Ae are Relolved to take the lame into Dur cun Gzactous Conſideratien. And fiirther, Ercepting forth, and from this Our Ir: 
demucp, the Purderers of James late Arch Biſhup of St. Andrews, the Murderers of tr. Pearſon, iniſter at Carsfairn, and of Thomas Kennoway, 
a..3 Duncan Stuart at Swine-Abbay ; AS alſo, all Yurders, Titchcrafts, Aﬀſafſinations, Depredations, Robcries, Spulztes, Thefts and Puttlattons cf 
mivate jerfons ; All which Crimes, and tho'e gunity thereof, are no way to be Compꝛehended in, oz have any Bene ſit any manner of way, by this Our 
Zürdan and udemutt): And fikewtte in particular, Crcepting the Perſons and Eſtates of Pr. Robert Ferguſon P:eacher, Patrick Hume, ſometimes called 
Ole Patrick Fume, of Polwart, Andrew Fletcher, [Ometnic of Saltoun, and Mr, Gilbert Burner, Doctoz of Theolop tet Asaiſo, Coll V4donald und his Aſſociats, who 
i2e22 acceſſoꝛy to the late Oppoſition made io a Party of Dur Fozces, under the Command of the Deceaſt Captain Mekenvie ot Suddy, late iy in Lochabor :
